They seem to do well even when neg- 
lected. A superior strain of large un- 
usually bright flowers. 


PAMPAS GRASS—PLUME GRASS—Grow 
these large plumes for winter bouquets. 
Plant in sunny spot and cut and dry the 
plumes when they are about three 
quarters open. 


TRITOMA PFITZERIANA (Red Hot Poker) 
—An improved variety. Rich, orange 
scarlet blooms on a 3-ft stem. Blooms 
August-September. Mulch in winter. 


VESPER IRIS—Sprays of fragrant flowers 
on tall branches. The blooms are deli 
cate lavender with brown spots on 
throat.

HOW TO GROW SHRUBS 


Any good growing soil is excellent. Spade deeply 
and work down well, as you would for a garden crop. 
Keep shrubs 20 to 25 inches away from the foundation. 
Set deeply and firmly, the larger growing types 24 to 
36 inches apart, with dwarf varieties 12 to 18 inches 
apart. Trim back the tops to insure quicker, better 
growth, then keep them cultivated the first year or 
two, watering them in the evening during dry spells. 
After the first year they will require little care other 
than any annual pruning you may wish to give them. 
Each year’s growth will add to the charm of your 
Planting, and to the size and quantity of the blooms. 


BARBERRY (Thunbergi)—A beautiful bright green 
compact shrub with loads of scarlet berries in the 
fall.
